City opts for 
outsourced 
drainage deal 


Outside bid. Chinese 
firm will construct 
new drainage pipes

An $ll-million contract the city 
awarded to a construction firm 
that plans to import concrete 
drainage pipes from China is 
raising alarms for Canadian in¬ 
dustry. 

The city tendered for the 
1.3-kilometre drainage pipe in 
southeast Edmonton earlier 
this year and awarded a bid to 
the Shanghai Construction 
Group’s Canadian arm. 

The company will import 
the concrete pipes from China 


for the build, which, according 
to a memo Metro obtained, has 
prompted concerns from the 
Canadian Concrete Pipe and 
Precast Association and the Ce¬ 
ment Association of Canada. 

Gerry Mulhem, president 
of the Pipe and Precast Asso¬ 
ciation, said they’re concerned 
the pipe for this project will be 
made somewhere else. 

“We’re working with the 
city. We have some issues and 
we have been in regular com¬ 
munication with some engin¬ 
eers and others at the City of 
Edmonton,” he said. 

“We want the local produ¬ 
cers in Alberta to provide the 
1.3 kilometres of pipe for this 
project.” 

Chris Ward, the city’s man¬ 
ager of drainage services, said 
the Shanghai Construction 


Group’s bid envisions using 
micro-tunnelling to install the 
pipe, which requires exact 
specification from the pipe. 

“The design and the manu¬ 
facturer of the pipe that’s used 
with the micro-tunnelling has 
to be compatible with the ma¬ 
chine,” he said. 

Ward said the bid wasn’t 
the lowest, but in this instance 
price wasn’t the city’s only con¬ 
cern. “Price was 40 per cent of 
the evaluation and 60 per cent 
was based on the proposal and 
how they were going to con¬ 
struct it,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said he 
has serious quality control con¬ 
cerns about pipes that aren’t 
made in Canada. 

“If you don’t have 110 per 
cent quality control you have 
problems,” he said.

Harper introduces 
new legislation to 
protect police dogs 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper was in Edmonton 
on Monday to meet with 
police canine units and to 
announce the introduction 
of new legislation dubbed 
Quanto’s Law 

The proposed Justice 
for Animals in Service Act 
calls for tougher penalties 
for anyone who harms a 
service animal, including 
those working for police 
and the militaiy. 

Quanto was an Edmon¬ 
ton police dog stabbed to 
death while tiying to ap¬ 
prehend a fleeing suspect 
last October. 

“These service animals 
are not pets. They are 
important investments that 
police services and others 
make in animals that 
perform veiy specialized 
duties,” Harper said at a 
photo opportunity. 

“Tens of thousands of 
dollars of training go into 
animals like this and when 
they are attacked, as of 
course the late Quanto was, 
not only is that the loss of 
a considerable asset for a 
police service, it also is a 
wider attack on the police 
services that protect us.” 

The legislation, prom¬ 
ised in the 2013 throne 
speech, proposes Criminal 
Code amendments to im¬ 
pose a minimum six-month 
jail sentence for anyone 
who kills a police dog. 

The maximum sentence 
would be five years. 

Quanto’s killer, Paul 
Joseph Vukmanich, pleaded 
guilty earlier this year to 
animal cruelty and other 
offences. He was sentenced 
to 26 months in prison and 
banned from owning a pet 
for 25 years.

The man killed in a shootout 
with police Sunday night had 
warrants out for his arrest on 
second-degree murder char¬ 
ges, Metro has learned. 

The Alberta Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team (ASIRT) 
is investigating the incident, 
which left 24-year-old David 
Sandalcer dead and an Edmon¬ 
ton Police tactical unit officer 
in hospital. 


A warrant was sworn for 
Sandalcer earlier this month 
in connection to the death of 
Michael Allan Hill, who was 
killed on April 26 at a west Ed¬ 
monton apartment building. 

ASIRT executive director 
Cliff Purvis declined to iden¬ 
tify the deceased, but did of¬ 
fer condolences for eveiyone 
involved. 

“We offer the sympathy and 
condolences to the friends and 
family of the deceased and we 
also wish the best for the male 
police officer that was injured 
in this incident,” he said. 

Purvis said ASIRT started 
its investigation early Monday 
morning and will interview 
about a dozen police officers

that were either involved or 
witnessed the event. 

“We’ve had the complete 
co-operation of the Edmonton 
Police Service and we’re con¬ 
fident our efforts will uncover 


the truth,” he said. 

Police Chief Rod Knecht ad¬ 
dressed the shooting just after 
midnight on Monday and said 
the officer had eight years of 
service. 

Knecht said he had visited 
the officer in hospital and he 
was doing as well as could be 
expected. 

“Our member is under¬ 
going a series of tests, but is 
coherent and heavily sedated 
for pain,” he said. 

Knecht said there was noth¬ 
ing out of the ordinary about 
the arrest. 

“It was an arrest, an arrest 
that we do eveiy day of the 
week several times and this 
one just went bad,” he said.

Staff and volunteers with 
an Old Strathcona bike 
shop have been left with 
spinning wheels after a city 
bylaw forced them to delay 
the store opening due to — 
ironically — car parking. 

A place for people to fix, 
swap or talk about bikes, 
Bilceworlcs South officials 
(managed by the Edmonton 
Bicycle Commuters’ Soci¬ 
ety or EBCS) were told they 
needed five more vehicle 
parking spots according to 
the city’s bylaw as part of 
the development permit 


process. 

“The city would be will¬ 
ing to give us a variance, 
but it costs us extra money 
and the city has to notify 
everyone within 60 metres 
that they’re going to grant 
this variance and everyone 
within 60 metres gets two 
weeks to object,” said Chris¬ 
topher Chan, executive dir¬ 
ector with EBCS. 

Although no one ob¬ 
jected to the parking vari¬ 
ance, Chan said the two- 
weelc delay forced them 
to hold off on their grand 
opening, set to happen this 
weekend. 

Bilceworlcs isn’t the only 
one to face bylaw issues 
around parking, with Meat 
owners delaying their res¬ 
taurant opening for over 
a year after they were also 
told they needed more park¬ 
ing. 

“The restaurant was over 
one-and-a-half years in the 



works. The community ral¬ 
lied so hard for us,” said 
Saylish Haas, co-owner of 
Meat. 


City Coun. Ben Hender¬ 
son says Old Strathcona is 
an area different than any 
other part of the city, and 


the parking bylaws should 
acknowledge that. 

“It’s hard to say for a lot 
of these business that you 


have to have parking for 
your business. It’s not go¬ 
ing to happen in an existing 
neighbourhood,” he said.

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Grass clippings. City asks 
residents to ‘go bagless’ 


Mayor Don Iveson added lawn 
mower to his resume Monday, 
as the city launched a cam¬ 
paign to have more Edmonton¬ 
ians “go bagless.”

Blain introduced Manhunt Ed¬ 
monton to the city in 2005 after 
hearing about the game from a 
Toronto team, and has watched 
it grow over the last nine years. 

Offering participants the 
chance to test their running, 
hiding and extreme jumping 
skills, Waldron-Blain said the 
appeal for the grown-up ver¬ 
sion varies from person to per¬ 
son, but ultimately gives folks a 
chance to play a game that was 
a part of their childhood. 

“When you’re grown up you 
have a chance to do it right,” 
he said. “In a veiy simple way, 
manhunt is about re-evaluating

the space around you.... After 
you play a game you start 
looking at spots differently,” 
Waldron-Blain added. 

Ranging from 10 to 100 par¬ 
ticipants per night, Edmonton’s 
local manhunt meets eveiy 
Wednesday and kicks off with 
players introducing themselves 
by a special code name. 

“Then we do a random 


elimination,” Waldron-Blain 
said. “When you get elimin¬ 
ated you’re not it and then you 
can run off to the boundaries, 
which is usually four blocks.” 

The last person left after 
elimination turns into the man- 
hunter for the night, which 
lasts about an hour. Once a 
player is tagged, they’re “brain¬ 
washed” to hunt out the rest of 
the hiders. 

“The longer you last hid¬ 
ing, or free, the more people 
who are coming for you. That’s 
part of the excitement. It’s kind 
of terrifying,” Waldron-Blain 
added.

Drag queen. European 
opinion divided after 
Austrian victory at 
music competition 


It’s the beard that divided a 
continent. The victoiy of whis¬ 
kered drag queen Conchita 
Wurst in the Eurovision Song 
Contest had celebrities from 
Nigella Lawson to Russell Brand 
posting bearded selfies on the 
Internet in tribute — and Rus¬ 
sian men snapping clean-shav¬ 
en pictures in protest. 

For millions of viewers, the 
annual Eurovision show is a 
cheesy music competition re¬ 
nowned for its camp, kitsch 
and electro beats. But the na¬ 
tion-based contest is also a po¬ 
tent mix of patriotism and pol¬ 
itics in bubblegum wrapping. 

Wurst’s win has exposed a 
divide between Europe’s pro¬ 
gressives and conservatives 
that British tabloid The Sun 


cheekily described Monday as 
the “Furred World War.” 

The statuesque brunette 
with the soaring voice of a diva 
and a full dark beard called her 


first-place finish in Saturday’s 
contest a victoiy for tolerance 
and respect. Austrian President 
Heinz Fischer said it was “not 
just a victoiy for Austria, but 


above all for diversity and toler¬ 
ance in Europe.” 

But Russian Deputy Prime 
Minister Dmitry Rogozin tweet¬ 
ed that Eurovision had shown 


the true face of European in¬ 
tegration: “a bearded girl.” On 
social media, a variety of Rus¬ 
sian men posted shaving-foam 
selfies alongside slogans such 
as “Get shaved, don’t be like a 
woman!” 

Pro-Kremlin legislator Olga 
Batalina — deputy head of the 
family and maternity issues 
committee of the lower house 
of Russia’s parliament — said 
Wurst’s victoiy showed “it’s 
not enough to have a talent and 
a good voice to win Eurovision; 
you also need to reject your na¬ 
ture, identity and traditions.” 
She chalked the win up to “ag¬ 
gressive and persistent” gay 
propaganda. 

That may sound like a lot 
of rhetoric over a talent show 
but Eurovision has always been 
more than a simple singing 
contest. Founded in 1956, the 
competition pits European na¬ 
tions against one another in 
pursuit of pop music gloiy. 

But it is more generally 
loved, and mocked, for its

East Ukraine: Autonomy 
declared by pro-Russians

Pro-Moscow insurgents in east¬ 
ern Ukraine declared independ¬ 
ence Monday and sought to join 
Russia, undermining Ukraine’s 
May 25 presidential election, 
strengthening the Kremlin’s 
hand and putting pressure on 
Kyiv to hold talks with the sep¬ 
aratists. 

Russia signalled it has no 
intention of subsuming eastern 
Ukraine the way it annexed 
Crimea in March. Instead, Mos¬ 
cow is pushing to include east¬ 
ern regions in negotiations on 
Ukraine’s future — suggesting 
that Russia prefers a political, 
not militaiy, solution to its 
worst standoff with the West 
since the Cold War. 

Such talks are central to a 
potential path toward peace 
outlined Monday by the Organ¬ 
ization for Security and Cooper¬ 
ation in Europe. The plan laid 
out by Swiss President Didier 
Burkhalter calls on all sides to 
refrain from violence and urges 
immediate amnesty, talks on 
decentralization and the status 
of the Russian language. 

That’s a key complaint of 
the armed insurgents who have 
seized power in eastern regions 
and clashed with government 
troops and police. But it’s up to 


the Ukrainian government to 
take the next step. 

Acting Prime Minister Ar¬ 
seniy Yatsenyulc pledged Mon¬ 
day to hold talks with those in 
Ukraine’s east. But he gave no 
specifics and did not address 
Sunday’s vote or the declara¬ 
tions of independence by the 
Donetsk and Luhanslc regions. 

With a national presidential 
election scheduled in 13 days, 
the regions of Donetsk and Lu- 
hanslc declared independence 
Monday, and those in Donetsk 
even asked to join neighbour¬ 


ing Russia. The sprawling areas 
along Russia’s border, home to 
about 6.6 million people, form 
Ukraine’s industrial heartland. 

The interim government in 
Kyiv had been hoping the presi¬ 
dential vote would unify the 
country behind a new, demo¬ 
cratically chosen leadership. 
Ukraine’s crisis could grow 
worse if regions start rejecting 
the presidential vote. Dozens 
have been reported killed since 
Ukrainian forces began trying 
to retake some eastern cities.

NYPD. Police to stop use 
of condoms as evidence 
in prostitution cases 


The New York Police Depart¬ 
ment will no longer confiscate 
unused condoms from suspect¬ 
ed sex workers to be used as evi¬ 
dence of prostitution, ending a 
long-standing practice that had 
been criticized by civil rights 
groups for undermining efforts 
to combat AIDS and other sex¬ 
ually transmitted infections. 

Under the new policy an¬ 
nounced Monday, officers may 
continue to seize condoms 
as evidence in sex-trafficking 
and promotion of prostitution 
cases, but they will not use 
them in support of prostitution 
cases. Critics had said the previ¬ 
ous policy amounted to police 
harassment. 

“The NYPD heard from com¬ 
munity health advocates and 
took a serious look at making 
changes to our current policy as 
it relates to our broader public 
safety mission,” Police Commis¬ 
sioner William Bratton said. 

For decades, police in New 
York and elsewhere had confis¬ 
cated condoms from sex work 
suspects ostensibly for them to 
be used as evidence in criminal

trials. 

Civil rights groups and advo¬ 
cates for sex workers and gay, 
lesbian and transgender young 
people commended the new 
policy, but want a ban on the 
use of condoms as evidence in 
sex trafficking and promotion 
of prostitution cases too. A 2010 
study by the city’s Department 
of Health surveyed more than 
60 sex workers and found that 
more than half had condoms 
confiscated by police. Nearly a 
third said they had at times not 
carried condoms because they 
feared getting into trouble. 

Prosecutors in Brooklyn, 
San Francisco and elsewhere 
decided to stop using condoms

Psychiatrist: Anxiety 
may have led to killing

in the death of girlfriend 
Reeva Steenkamp 


Oscar Pistorius has an anxiety 
disorder that may have contrib¬ 
uted to the fatal shooting of his 
girlfriend, an expert testified 
at his murder trial Monday, 
prompting the chief prosecu¬ 
tor to say the double-amputee 
Olympian should be placed 
under psychiatric observation. 

The judge has not yet ruled 
on prosecutor Gerrie Nel’s ap¬ 
plication that the court consid¬ 
ers a period of mental evalua¬ 
tion for the runner. 

Dr. Merryll Vorster, a psych¬ 
iatrist called by the defence, 
testified that a series of events 
in Pistorius’ turbulent life, in¬ 
cluding the amputation of his 
lower legs as a baby, his par¬ 


ents’ divorce, his late mother’s 
habit of sleeping with a gun 
under her pillow and his own 
fear of violent crime contrib¬ 
uted to his “increasing stress.” 

Vorster said Pistorius’ anx¬ 
iety and his physical disability 
may have caused him to act 
differently from other people 
when he shot four times 
through a toilet stall door, 
killing girlfriend Reeva Steen¬ 
kamp. 

Pistorius, 27, claims he 
mistook Steenkamp for an in¬ 
truder, but prosecutors say he 
killed her after an argument 
and shot in anger, not fear. 

Pistorius’ chief lawyer 
Barry Roux said at the start of 
defence-led testimony that the 
double amputee’s vulnerabil¬ 
ity and disability was at the 
centre of his case. But prosecu¬ 
tor Nel questioned whether 
Pistorius was merely trying 
one of a number of defences 
for shooting his girlfriend.

A Nigerian Islamic extrem¬ 
ist leader says nearly 300 ab¬ 
ducted schoolgirls will not be 
seen again until the govern¬ 
ment frees his detained fight¬ 
ers. 

A new video from Ni¬ 
geria’s Boko Haram terrorist 
network received Monday 
purports to show some of the 
girls and young women chant¬ 
ing Quranic verses in Arabic. 
The barefoot girls look fright¬ 
ened and sad and sit huddled 
together wearing grey Muslim 
veils. Some Christians among 
them say they have converted 
to Islam. 

It is the first video evidence 


of the girls and young women 
since more than 300 were kid¬ 
napped from a northeastern 


school on April 15. 

“I swear to almighty Allah 
you will not see them again 


until you release our people 
that you have captured,” lead¬ 
er Abubalcar Shelcau says as he 


cradles an assault rifle in the 
video. 

It is not known how many 


suspected Boko Haram mem¬ 
bers are detained by security 
forces. Hundreds were killed 
by soldiers last month when 
Shelcau’s fighters stormed the 
militaiy’s main northeastern 
barracks in Maiduguri city, the 
birthplace of Boko Haram. 

In the video, two of the girls 
are brought to the front and 
questioned by an unseen man. 

“Why have you become a 
Muslim?” the man asks one. 

“The reason why I became 
a Muslim is because the path 
we are on is not the right 
path,” the girl says, nervously 
turning her body from side to 
side, her eyes darting off to 
the side. “We should enter the 
right path so that Allah will be 
happy with us.” 

Families have said that 
most of the girls abducted are 
Christians. 

Fifty-three schoolgirls have 
escaped by themselves and 276 
are missing, police say.

Pregnant women who drive 
appear to be at a signifi¬ 
cantly higher risk of being 
in a serious car crash during 
the second trimester of their 
pregnancies, a new study sug¬ 
gests. 

The researchers, who be¬ 
lieve fatigue and sleep disrup¬ 
tion are probably responsible, 
say the increase in risk is sim¬ 
ilar to what is seen for people 
who suffer from sleep apnea. 

The authors of the study, 
published in the Canadian 
Medical Association Journal, 
said they aren’t trying to sug¬ 


gest pregnant women stop 
driving. In fact, they noted 
that men of a similar age have 
even higher rates of accidents 
than pregnant women do, 
so the answer is not turning 
over the keys to one’s hus¬ 
band, or male partner. 

But pregnant women 
should be aware of the ele¬ 
vated risk, and ensure that 
they drive with more cau¬ 
tion, Redelmeier said: Stop at 
every stop sign, use indicator 
lights to signal turns, wear 
seat belts at all times.

After six weeks of voting, 
exit polls show Hindu 
nationalist candidate 
leading the way 


Millions of Indian voters 
wrapped up the country’s 
mammoth national election 
Monday, and exit polls indicat¬ 
ed that Hindu nationalist op¬ 
position leader Narendra Modi 
was the front-runner for prime 
minister. 

With 814 million eligible 
voters, India voted in phases 
over six weeks, with results ex¬ 
pected Friday. 

The main Hindu opposition 
Bharatiya Janata Party went 
into the election with strong 
momentum. Pre-election polls 
suggested there was deep dis¬ 
satisfaction with the governing 
Congress party’s 10 years in 
power. 

Modi’s chief rival for prime 
minister is Rahul Gandhi, the 


43-year-old vice-president of 
the Congress party and the 
scion of the Gandhi family. 

Exit polls released Monday 
by two television channels, 
TimesNow and Aaj Talc, both 
gave the BJP and its allies a 
large lead over the Congress 
party and its allies in the 


543-member lower house of 
Parliament, known as the Lolc 
Sabha. 

Thousands lined up Mon¬ 
day to vote in Varanasi, where 
Modi was seeking election. The 
temperature soared to 42 de¬ 
grees Celsius.

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United Nations report slams 
Canada’s record on First Nations 


A UN rapporteur is at a loss to 
explain how a prosperous and 
sophisticated country like 
Canada has come to have on 
its hands a First Nations hu¬ 
man-rights problem that has 
reached “crisis proportions.” 

James Anaya’s report picks 
a fight with the federal gov¬

— education, energy projects 
on reserves and missing or 
murdered aboriginal women, 
to name a few — and is sure 
to amplify tensions between 
Canada’s First Nations and a 
federal government they so 
thoroughly distrust. 


“It is difficult to reconcile 
Canada’s well-developed legal 
framework and general pros¬ 
perity with the human-rights 
problems faced by indigenous 
peoples in Canada that have 
reached crisis proportions in 
many respects,” writes Anaya, 
the UN’s special rapporteur 


on indigenous rights. 

“Moreover, the relation¬ 
ship between the federal 
government and indigenous 
peoples is strained, perhaps 
even more so than when the 
previous special rapporteur 
visited Canada in 2003.”

Time has passed in Lac-Megan¬ 
tic, but the anxiety has not. 

Ten months after the train 
disaster that killed 47 people 
in the eastern Quebec town, 
residents should be gear¬ 
ing up for a bustling tourist 
season. 

Instead, they are still find¬ 
ing their feet after the tragedy 
and hoping that a construction 
project begun last week will re¬ 
turn some spirit to a town that 
has known only ghosts since 
July 6, 2013, when a runaway 
train loaded with crude oil 
jumped the tracks and wiped 
out a swath of the downtown. 

The project that is being 
unveiled Tuesday — the re¬ 


construction of the Musi-Cafe, 
a popular local bar — is both 
emotional and practical. 

Practical because the de¬ 
struction of the rallying point 
for local revellers, karaoke 
singers and visiting musical 
acts has left Lac-Megantic with¬ 
out a nightlife or place to cele¬ 
brate moments of joy. 

It is charged with emotion 
because the bar that was lo¬ 
cated next to the train tracks 
on the main downtown strip 
was where about 30 of the 47 
victims were enjoying drinks, 
music and friends when the 
train flipped, caught fire and 
exploded. 

Just a few things were re¬ 
covered from the tragedy: a 
German beer sign, a few beer 
kegs, a metal drink shaker 
and a patio umbrella that had 
been stored in the bar’s base¬ 
ment. But the most touching 
item bar owner Yannick Gagne 
now has in his possession is 
the charred steel box that held 
cash, coins, keys and deposit 
slips signed by staff, three of 
whom died that night.

ed downtown strip, but it is 
nevertheless an “overwhelm¬ 
ing project,” said Marc Bovet, 
head of Bone Structure, the 
Quebec firm handling the con¬ 
struction.

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Ads Frozen food makers 
hope to warm consumers up 
to products with campaign 


Frozen food makers plan to 
launch their first national 
TV ad in defence of their 
products on Tuesday as the 
category fights to boost slip¬ 
ping sales. 

The ad will include the 
tag line “Frozen: How Fresh 
Stays Fresh” and is intended 
to address negative miscon¬ 
ceptions people have about 
frozen foods. 

It’s part of a marketing 
campaign being funded 
by the American Frozen 
Food Institute, an industry 
group that represents com¬ 
panies including Nestle, 
which makes Hot Pockets 
and Lean Cuisine, and Con¬ 
Agra, which makes Healthy 
Choice and Marie Cal¬ 
lender’s. 

The push comes as fro¬ 
zen food sales have been 
hurt by a move toward 
food people feel are fresh 
or natural. Although frozen 
vegetables are often touted 
as being just as wholesome 
as their fresh counterparts, 
frozen meals and snacks are 
widely seen as being full of 
sodium and preservatives, 
or lacking in the taste de¬ 
partment. 

Between 2009 and last 
year, U.S. sales of frozen 
meals are down 3 per cent 
at $8.92 billion US, accord¬ 
ing to Euromonitor Inter-

The latest twist on 
the 1912 invention 
lets amputees open 
envelopes, pick up eggs 


Modern life is quickly be¬ 
coming stranger, and for 
amputees, better than sci¬ 
ence fiction. 

Take the revolutionary 
new prosthetic limb that 
looks, and is, completely 
cutting edge. 

The limb is called the 
DEKA Arm System — and 
it was developed in New 
Hampshire by serial invent¬ 
or/genius Dean Kamen and 
his team. The thing even 
has fingernails. 

Technology for pros¬ 
thetic hands hasn’t had 
too many radical advances. 
Until now, most have been 
variations on the theme of 
the 1912 invention of the 
clasping hook prosthetic. 

The DEKA represents 
a mind-boggling advance¬ 
ment. 

Wireless sensors placed 
under the foot of the user 
allow them to control six 
different grips. And that 


means, as you’ll see in the 
demonstration (scan the 
Metro AR photo to see), that 
a user with one hand can 
now perform previously dif¬ 
ficult tasks like opening an 
envelope. 

The impetus for the in¬ 
vention was a DARPA (De¬ 
fense Advanced Research 
Projects Agency) initiative 
called The Revolutionizing 
Prosthetics Program. Its 
goal is “so service mem¬ 
bers with arm loss may 
one day have the option of 
choosing to return to duty. 
Additionally, the dexterous 
hand capabilities developed 
under the program have al¬ 
ready been applied to small 
robotic systems used in 
manipulating unexploded 
ordnance, thus keeping sol¬ 
diers out of situations that 
have led to limb loss.” 

The new system has just 
been approved by the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, meaning that it can be 
manufactured, sold — and 
start being of use to ampu¬ 
tees. It’s powerful enough 
to hold a hand drill, while 
sensitive enough to allow 
a user to pick up items as 
delicate as eggs.

Earlier this month, Fox News hosted a dis¬ 
cussion about whether it’s problematic for a 
woman to make more money than her hus¬ 
band. Apparently, segment host Clayton 
Morris believes female breadwinners are 
causing serious martial issues among 
heterosexual couples. 

“Isn’t there some sort of biological, in¬ 
nate need for men to be the caveman?” he 
asked a panel of guests. 

A genuinely concerned Morris then went 
on to argue that men should be responsible 
for “going out and bringing home the din¬ 
ner” and it is emasculating for a husband to 
be out-earned by his wife.

something that might have happened in 
1954, not 2014. 

Are we really supposed to believe that 
modern men are so fragile and insecure? A 
2013 Pew Research Study found that almost 
a quarter of married mothers in the U.S. 
earn more than their husbands, which 
■ means there must be a lot of bruised male 
egos out there, according to Morris’s cave¬ 
man logic. 

In my opinion, women who are the pri¬ 
mary income earners in a relationship are 
about as “problematic” as husbands who 
change diapers or do the laundry. 

Children are incredibly draining on all of your resour¬ 
ces — time, energy and definitely money — and nobody 
should be criticized for contributing to the family finances. 
A man’s self-esteem might be closely linked to his ca¬ 


reer, but so is mine. 

The women I know are far more likely to find self-fulfill¬ 
ment by succeeding in a lucrative career than perfecting 
their ability to bake a cake or be a “good wife” in the trad¬ 
itional, Fox News kind of way. 

Raising a family is a joint effort. Married partners are 
playing on the same team, and men and women shouldn’t 
be competing over their paycheques. 

There are so many different types of households, and ex¬ 
pecting the partner with the most testosterone to fulfil the 
role of “provider” at all times is a completely archaic no¬ 
tion. 

Female breadwinners aren’t an issue; sexist news an¬ 
chors who broadcast their patriarchal opinions and disap¬ 
prove of women with high-paying jobs are the real problem 
in this scenario.

Jackie met 14-year-old 
Stephanie Simmons, a three¬ 
time brain-tumour survivor, 
when she began volunteer¬ 
ing with Childcan. “She’s my 
hero,” says Jackie. “Know¬ 
ing what she went through 
and knowing that through 
it all she was so brave, so 
concerned with helping 
other children, that’s what 
hooked me.” Since then, 
Jackie has taken a leading 
role fundraising for Child- 
can, participating in the 
Inside Ride cycling event and 
the National Day of Action 
for kids with cancer at the 
CN Tower. 

What motivated you to get 
involved with families deal¬ 
ing with childhood cancer? 

“You don’t leave a child 
alone in the hospital — 
you’re there for the long 


haul, and it’s incredibly 
demanding on the family. 
When families come into 
the hospital, Childcan has 
people there right away to 
offer support. We bring them 
into the Childcan family, and 
I fundraise to help with gas, 
cafeteria vouchers, parking 
and credit-card bills. The 
financial hardships are major 
— but help is always there.” 

You’ve spent your life work¬ 
ing with young people, first 
as a teacher and now as a 
volunteer. What advice do 


you have for them? 

“Take the time to find and 
develop your passion for a 
cause. I’ve met some won¬ 
derful volunteers, and they 
are all happier for the work 
they do. They’ve learned that 
happiness doesn’t mean all 
that you own — it’s about 
giving back to other people. 
It’s something I learned from 
Stephanie: it’s the feeling 
you get doing something 
worthwhile for other people 
in your community that 
keeps us going.”

Every year, the city of Hamburg 
celebrates its harbour’s birthday 
with a massive bash along the 
Elbe. Drawing more than one 
million people, the harbour 
party features vessel parades, 
something called a tugboat 
ballet and the much more 
humble-sounding dragon boat 
race.

Just because St. Vincent’s 
summer itinerary is packed 
with more than a dozen fes¬ 
tival dates on four contin¬ 
ents doesn’t mean that An¬ 
nie Clark is scaling back the 
theatrics of the St. Vincent 
concert experience. 

The singer and guitarist 
will still force herself down 
a giant set of pink stairs, 
writhe around against a 
storm of strobe lights and 
eventually command the 
procession, purposefully 
poised like a cross, from an 
oversized pink throne. 

“We’ve worked really 
hard on this strange fever 
dream of a show, bringing 
it to life,” says Clark, “so it’s 
important that people get 
the whole experience, even 
if it’s at a festival.” 

That “strange fever 
dream of a show,” along 
with the self-titled fifth St. 
Vincent album, may be the 
most definitive statement 
from any artist this year. 
From Clark’s fat guitar leads 
to her strange and simple 
lyrics — any of which can 
Wbe pulled out to illustrate 
what St. Vincent is all about 
in 2014 — it feels like the 
artist has truly discovered 


her identity. 

“I’ll always be evolving 
and be restless and wanting 
to move violently into the fu¬ 
ture,” says Clark of arriving 
at something that could be 
considered iconic, “but I was 
reading Miles Davis’s auto¬ 
biography and it was saying 
how the hardest thing about 


being a musician is to sound 
like yourself.

Most sci-fi films make a 
human/machine love con¬ 
nection seem perverse or 
at least far out, yet Spike 
Jonze’s Her treats it as a 
mild novelty.

When Angel Olsen was work¬ 
ing on her second studio album, 
Bum Your Fire For No Witness, 
which came out in Februaiy, 
she says she frequently found 
herself adhering to the whole 
For No Witness idea. 

“It was all written in the 
same period, so whenever in¬ 
spiration came to me, I would 
stop what I was doing because 
I could, because I was working 
for myself,” she says. “So it was 
like, ‘I can go home now — in¬ 
stead of this party — and write 
all of these things!’” 

Wait, so she would literally 
leave parties? 

“I remember weird ex¬ 


amples,” she confirms. “I wrote 
Iota when it was the middle of 
summer and I was having kind 
of a weird day, and my friends 
had this family picnic at the 
park and I left. At the time, we 
lived in Chicago and we had 
access to this place that had a 


rooftop. I went up there and 
had a beer and a guitar. It was 
just me by myself and I record¬ 
ed [it] on my phone.” 

The resulting album in¬ 
cludes the sort of confessional 
musings that might occur in 
conversation between close 


friends a few beers deep. Her 
vocals and lyrics are equally 
intimate. 

“Just listening back to 
stuff of mine, it’s like, ‘OK, 
I guess I’m pretty obsessed 
with the idea of death and 
being alone and losing 


people,’ but it’s also about 
finding people,” she says. “I feel 
like it’s something that we all 
think about all the time, but 
it’s not something we all talk 
about. I don’t know if people 
get anything from it, but I’m 
not trying to create a kind of 
cathartic experience for any¬ 
one; it just happens to be the 
things I write about.” 

Olsen says the way she 
writes music has changed, 
because the way she listens to 
music has changed. 

“I would listen to these 
songs and be like, ‘Why are 
these people always talking 
about love?’ They’re just so 
disappointed and so lonely, 
it’s ridiculous,” she says. 
“And then I would listen to it 
again, and the more you live, 
the more that these simple 
thoughts cut deeper. You 
have more experiences with 
people and more experiences 
in general, with your friend¬ 
ships changing; I think that 
I’ve developed a different per¬ 
spective on writing songs on 
stuff like that and embracing 
it. I think that’s why I tend to 
obsess over it.”

John Slatteiy has spent much 
of his career playing author¬ 
ity figures, so it makes sense 
that he would one day become 
one. Since 2010, the actor has 
directed five episodes of Mad 
Men, all while continuing 
the role of quip-heavy, silver 
fox Roger Sterling. Now he’s 
made his feature debut, the 
veiy different God’s Pocket. 
It’s an adaptation of Pete Dex¬ 
ter’s gritty South Philadelphia 
comic drama about a truck 
thief (Philip Seymour Hoff¬ 
man, in one of his last roles) 
tiying to get the money to 


bury his murdered stepson. 

When did you know you 
wanted to direct? 

I don’t know when it fully 
formed as an idea, but I would 
stand on film sets and have my 
own opinions, and generally 
keep them to myself. And then 
I read this book and it seemed 
like a movie to me. It took 
another 10 years to get it fully 
realized. The idea had time to 
gestate. 

And the visual style is very 
different from Mad Men. 

If you look at Peter Yates, 
here’s a guy who directed The 
Dresser and The Friends of 
Eddie Coyle. If you looked at 
those two movies, I wonder 
if you’d be able to determine 
who directed them. The style 
is determined by the narrative, 
by the world the story lives in. 
At least to me. So Mad Men 
exists in a different world than 
does God’s Pocket, so by neces¬ 
sity, it looks different. 

It also neither romanticizes 


nor judges the denizens of the 
neighbourhood. 

No one in the place feels sony 
for themselves. It isn’t the pret¬ 
tiest place on earth, but it isn’t 
the worst. And it isn’t without 
hope. No one walks around 
hanging their head, thinking 
how difficult life is. They just 
get on with it, with a sense of 
humour. 

This wasn’t shot in Philadel¬ 
phia. Did you spend some 
time there? 

I visited those neighbourhoods, 
including the one that was 
called Devil’s Pocket. But it 
wasn’t necessarily the same 
visually as it once was. We 
tried to shoot in Philadelphia, 
but we couldn’t afford it, tax 
credit-wise, accommodations- 
wise. So we shot it in Yonkers, 
New York. It’s a great-looking 
city, though. 

Philip Seymour Hoffman 
was offered the journalist, 
ultimately played by Richard 
Jenkins, first. Why the switch? 

He asked to play Mickey. I 


offered him the part of Richard 
Shellbum, and he said, “I like 
the script, but I want to play 
Mickey.” 

Was there a reason? 

He didn’t really say why. He 
said later that he was drawn 
to the simple humanity of 
the character. I think they all 
have humanity, at different 
levels or different kinds. Maybe 
it was something he hadn’t 
played before. I don’t know. He 
obviously had an emotional 
connection to the character, 
which is eveiything. 

He was a producer on this 
film. What was he like? 

He came with ideas, he was 
inclusive and he put people at 
ease. He could be intimidating 
— he’s Philip Seymour Hoff¬ 
man. People would walk in a 
little nervous at working with 
him, and he would put them 
at ease. He was a veiy smart 
guy. He knew eveiything that 
was happening, knew which 
takes were better. He was veiy 
involved.

Why do we get bored? 

One professor weighs in

You might think it’s your fault 
you’re dozing off in a class¬ 
room or office, but that’s not 
always the case. 

There are clear categories 
of boredom triggered by one’s 
environment, says pioneering 
researcher Dr. Thomas Goetz 
from the University of Kon¬ 
stanz in Germany (see side- 
bar). 

What is the most common 
misconception about bore¬ 
dom? 

It’s important to recognize 
the different types, and 
clearly define the differences. 

You say apathetic boredom 
is the worst — how bad can 
it get? 

The problem is that it makes 
eveiy experience negative 
and the potential for arousal 
is low. You can’t do anything 
against this state and it can 
become a big problem related 
to depression. 

What puts us at risk? 

Some people tend to a 
specific state but only to a 
small degree; each experience 
is based on situations. It’s im¬ 
portant that people recognize 
the forms. Often the problem 
is a lack of freedom, such as 
at school. Teachers should 
be aware and tiy to find indi¬ 
vidualized methods that give 
students choice. 

Is there a risk that teaching

boredom could cause more 
boredom? 

There is an argument from 
anxiety research that aware¬ 


ness increases the problem, 
but in this case it is about 
knowing and realizing, and 
this goes hand in hand with 


resolving it. 

What follow-up research is 
needed? 


We didn’t measure the ef¬ 
fects. We need diagnostic 
instruments to show the 
experiences of boredom. 


Types of boredom 


Here are the various cat¬ 
egories. 


• Indifferent boredom. A 

relaxing, possibly positive 
type - “a general indiffer¬ 
ence to, and withdrawal 
from, the external world.” 


• Calibrating boredom. 

Wandering thoughts 
— “general openness 
to behaviours aimed at 
changing the situation.”

Mary had a little lamb, 
because the meat is moist 
and rich and satisfying, 
and a little lamb is all you 
need. Bahaha. OK, that’s 
enough. 

Delicious lamb is 
raised in Canada and is 
generally a local, grass- 
fed food. 

That said, if you don’t 
check the label, you are 
more than likely enjoying 
an imported product from 
New Zealand. 

Lamb leg or rump can 
be a little higher in fat 
and calories but it has all 
of the benefits of other 
animal meats like pro¬ 
tein, B12 and zinc. 

Lamb chops are gener¬ 
ally a quiclc-coolcing, 
leaner option and a nice 


change. 

There is a slightly 
gamey flavour to lamb 
that can be an acquired 
taste but chops are gener¬ 
ally milder. For newbies, 
sweet flavours like mint 
or raspberry are great 
compliments to minimize 
the grassiness. 

The trick for cooking 
lamb chops is to be sure 
to preheat the grill to a 
very high heat but to only 
cook each chop for three 
or four minutes per side. 

The protein is delicate 
and the meat is thin, so 
chops don’t need much 
attention to be tender and 
delicious. 

Let the chops rest for 
a few minutes before 
serving so that all of the 
juices remain within the 
meat.

1. In skillet over medium-high, heat oil until lightly smoking.

. 3 tbsp sesame oil 

• 2 tsp minced garlic 

• l tsp minced fresh ginger 

• 2 tbsp chopped canned black 
beans 

• 2 tsp dark miso
